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Crosby sidelined again

Cole Harbour’s Sidney Crosby is 
back is on the shelf again — his 
comeback stalled indefinitely with 
concussion-lilce symptoms. 

“Frustrating, I don’t think that 
even describes it,” Crosby told 
reporters. 

Still the Pittsburgh Penguins 
star looked for positives 
yesterday, saying he is feeling 
“much, much better” than he did 
after being levelled by big hits in 
successive games Jan. 1 and Jan. 5 
that triggered his 10-month 
absence from the game. 

“It’s much different than previ¬ 
ously going through that stuff,” 
Crosby said. “I’m way better off 
than I was dealing with this stuff 
10 months ago or whatever it 
was.” 

Still it’s a setback for the NHL’s 
biggest star, only three weeks 
since making a spectacular come¬ 
back. 

“I just figured it was better to 
be cautious here and not take any 
chances. That’s kind of where I’m 
at right now,” Crosby said. “I’m 
not (feeling) bad. And I’m not hap¬ 
py about watching. But I’ve got to 
make sure with these sort of 
things that I’m careful.” 


So what’s wrong? 


► Maryse Lassonde, a 
neuropsychologist and brain 
injury researcher at the University 
of Montreal, said when a player 
sustains a concussion, there is a 
higher probability of having sub¬ 
sequent concussions. 

► “I don’t want to speculate, but 
this might be the case here with 
Sidney Crosby.” 

With two goals and 10 assists 
through eight games, Crosby’s 
comeback appeared to be a major 
success until he experienced 
headaches following a 3-1 loss to 
Boston on Dec. 5. 

While Crosby absorbed several 
hits against the Bruins, including 
an elbow to the head from David 
Krejci, none appeared to be worri¬ 
some. He passed a concussion test 
on Tuesday, then went through a 
full practice Wednesday. 

When he developed a 
headache shortly after that prac¬ 
tice ended, the Penguins decided 
to keep him home during a brief 
two-game road trip.

Contaminants found at a 
demolition site in Cole 
Harbour mean Halifax re¬ 
gional council is looking 
at another over-budget 
project. 

HRM paid $246,000 in 
2002 for an environmen¬ 
tal report on the former 
Halifax County Regional 
Rehabilitation Centre on 
Bissett Road. 

That report needed up¬ 
dating five years later 
when council set aside $2 
million in the 2008-09 
budget to demolish the 
buildings.

Canada is pulling out of 
the world’s only binding 
climate treaty. 

Environment Minister 
Peter Kent says Canada is 
withdrawing from the Ky¬ 
oto Protocol. 

“We are invoking Cana¬ 
da’s legal right to formally 
withdraw from Kyoto,” 
Kent said outside the 
House of Commons. 

“This decision formal¬ 
izes what we’ve said since 
2006, that we will not im¬ 
plement the Kyoto Proto¬ 
col.” 

Canada signed Kyoto in 
the late 1990s, but neither 
the current Conservative 
government nor their Lib¬ 
eral predecessors met tar¬ 
gets. Kent says the move 
saves Canada $14 billion in 
penalties for not achieving

BMO says 80 per cent of 
households polled said the 
female head of family will 
do the majority of holiday 
shopping, and this year, 
more and more will do it 
online.

Canada can 
prosper 
amid debt: 
Carney 

Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney says the ad¬ 
vanced economies of the 
world are facing a massive 
challenge with debt, but 
Canada may be in a position 
to take advantage. 

Speaking to a business 
group in Toronto, the cen¬ 
tral banker warned yester¬ 
day that a historic era of 
deleveraging — paying off 
debt — is being forced upon 
European countries and the 
U.S. The task is so large that 
Carney compares it to what 
occurred during the Great 
Depression of the 1930s. 

“As a result of deleverag¬ 
ing, the global economy 
risks entering a prolonged 
period of deficient de¬ 
mand,” Carney said. “If mis¬ 
handled, it could lead to 
debt deflation and disorder¬ 
ly defaults, potentially trig¬ 
gering large transfers of 
wealth and social unrest.” 

Carney said that Cana¬ 
da’s relative virtue through¬ 
out this era of deleveraging 
puts the country in a “privi¬ 
leged position.” 

Carney added Canadian 
companies in particular 
must seize the moment, be¬ 
fore it disappears.

Brad Bird was not the most 
obvious candidate to take 
over the reins of the Tom 
Cruise multimillion-dollar 
Mission: Impossible film 
franchise. 

While the filmmaker’s

What was the biggest 
challenge of going from 
choreographing animation to 
live-action? 

If I had gone from hand¬ 
held animation, which my 
first film, The Iron Giant, 
was to live-action, it 
would’ve been a bigger 
leap but the last two films 
I did, The Incredibles and 
Ratatouille, were dimen¬ 
sional; there was CGI so 
you could move the cam¬ 
era through space and you 
could light it like you 
would any film so I got 
very comfortable with 
that. 

So it actually felt fairly 


natural to move to real 
people and things. 

Certainly The Incredibles had 
its share of action too. What 
do you love about spy films? 

They’re sleek and 
they’re exotic and fast and 
kind of explosive. They can 
go from very quiet 
suspense to all hell break¬ 
ing loose just like that. 
This movie is definitely in 
that realm and that’s one 
of the reasons that I want¬ 
ed to do it. 


I understand that Tom Cruise 
did all of his own stunts in 
this — true? 

There’s only two that 
he didn’t do and in both 
of them the stuntman got 
hurt so he was veiy wise 
in not doing those two.

You can’t trick babies.

Researchers in psychol¬ 
ogy at Concordia Universi¬ 
ty in Montreal have found 
that infants just over 
a year old can already get 
a bead on who is reliable 
and who is unreliable. 
The babies will quickly 
start ignoring cues 
from those who are unre¬ 
liable. 

“Even babies detect 
when someone’s behav¬ 
iour is not conventional,” 
says Diane Poulin-Dubois, 
a professor of psychology 
at Concordia University. 
“It seems that they 
then turn off the ‘learning 
switch’ that typically 
makes them learn from 
that person.” 

Poulin-Dubois and col¬ 
leagues conducted a study

with 60 babies between 13 
and 16 months of age. 

The wee ones were di¬ 
vided into two groups — 
those with a reliable adult 
and those with an unreli¬ 
able adult — and shown 
tasks they could mimic. 

In the first task, testers 
looked inside a container 
and expressed excitement 
and delight before hand¬ 
ing the container to the 


baby. 

In the reliable group, 
there was a toy inside. 

In the unreliable group, 
the container was empty. 

This was repeated sev¬ 
eral times over the course 
of the study. 

For the second task, the 
same adult showed the ba¬ 
bies a touch-on light. 

The tester placed it on a 
desk and switched it on by 


leaning forward and using 
the forehead. 

This was repeated three 
times before passing the 
light to the infant. 

Infants who had been 
tricked in the first experi¬ 
ment were far less likely 
to imitate the adult. 

Over two attempts, 34 
per cent of infants in the 
unreliable condition mim¬ 
icked the adult, versus 61 


per cent of infants in the 
reliable condition. 

“Babies are setting 
down the groundwork for 
a lifelong skill — remain¬ 
ing vigilant about who is 
an expert and who is not,” 
says Poulin-Dubois of the 
study.. 

The study was pub¬ 
lished in the journal In¬ 
fant Behaviour and 
Development.

O Video game helps research into 
Alzheimer’s, diabetes and cancer 


A team of McGill Universi¬ 
ty researchers has come 
up with a way to make 
playing video games an en¬ 
tirely productive pursuit. 

Computer scientist 
Jerome Waldispuhl, along 
with collaborator Mathieu 
Blanchette, developed a 
video game similar to the 
popular puzzle game Tetris 
— except there’s more to it 
than just stacking blocks. 

The game, called Phylo, 
involves arranging se¬ 
quences of coloured 
shapes that represent hu¬ 


man DNA. 

By analyzing the DNA 
sequences, scientists are 
able to gain new insight in¬ 
to the genetic basis of dis¬ 
eases like Alzheimer’s, 
diabetes and cancer. 

“Originally, I think a lot 
of people came because 
they are interested in par¬ 
ticipating in something 
that contributes to sci¬ 
ence,” Waldispuhl said in 
an interview. “But the goal 
is really to expand that to 
casual players.”

Volkswagen has aspirations of big sales 
gains in North America and to do that 
means more product, better product and, 
especially in the case of the new Passat, 
product that’s perceived as good value. 

Following a one-year absence, this mid-size four- 
door returns for 2012 with a base sticker price of 
about $23,500 on its window, which is about $9,400 
less than the 2010 version. The new Passat is nine 
centimetres longer overall and the distance between 
the front and rear wheels has been stretched by 
about the same amount. The new size is in line with 
models belonging to the rest of the mid-size seg¬ 
ment. 

The Passat’s interior styling, inspired by 
Volkswagen’s new-look Touareg sport ute, is clean, 
uncluttered and devoid of the trendy dashboard 
swoops and swirls. For the 2012 model year, VW 
has dropped the previously standard 200-horse- 
power 2.0-litre four-cylinder turbocharged power- 
plant for a less-expensive non-turbo 170-horsepower 
2.5-litre five-cylinder. A 280-horsepower 3.6-litre V6 
is optional, as is Volkswagen’s hybrid-challenging 
140-horsepower 2.0-liter turbo-diesel that will give 
the Passat a claimed rating of 6.8 1/100 km on the 
highway (4.4 in the city). Passat’s starting-point 
Trendline model is equipped with automatic climate 
control, cruise control, outside temperature display 
and Bluetooth short-range wireless connectivity. 

Also back after a year off is the Beetle, but 
this time with sharper styling, a roomier and up-to- 
date interior and more power. Oh, and the name has 
been shortened to just plain Beetle, if you please. 
Gone is the New Beetle's oval, almost cartoonish 
appearance, replaced by a longer hood and flatter 
roofline that ends in a rounded hatchway flanked by 
a set of prominent taillights. The Beetle is wider by 
more than three inches and has been lengthened 
by half a foot. Additionally, the distance between 
the front and rear wheels has been increased to

create some much-needed rear-seat legroom plus 
a more generous stowage area. Inside, the more 
contemporary-looking cabin features easy-to-read 
dials and massive air vents that flank a carbon-fibre- 
look dashboard. 

The base model arrives with a 170-horsepower 
2.5-litre five-cylinder that pretty much carries over 
from the old New Beetle. Optional is the popular 
140-horsepower 2.0-litre turbo-diesel (TDI). The top- 
rung and most performance-focused Beetle gets it 
done with a 200-horsepower 2.0-litre turbocharged 
four-cylinder. It’s also the only model to include a 
standard rear spoiler. Entry-level Beetles showcase 
numerous power-operated accessories plus air con¬ 
ditioning, cloth-covered seats and an eight-speaker 
stereo. 

Besting the turbo Beetle s performance is 
the new two-door Golf R model with its 256-horse- 
power version of the GTI’s familiar 2.0-litre turbo¬ 


charged four-cylinder engine, only available with a 
six-speed manual transmission and only available 
with all-wheel-drive to better help put the grunt to the 
road. 

Elsewhere, the Tiger-Iguana (Tiguan) has a 

little plastic surgery and now looks a bit like the larger 
Touareg. The horizontal grille splits bi-xenon (high 
and low beam) headlights and U-shaped LED (light 
emitting diode) on top-end models, while the rear tail- 
lights get some more subtle tweaks.

But the 16-year-old left¬
